Dear Friends, 


In 1957 the first edition of “Careers for Christians” was 
published. It gave information on 6 paramedical professions . 
In 1966 the second edition of this booklet was printed and it 
gave details on Medical, Nursing and Hospital Administration 
courses along with the six paramedical professions. Almost 
twenty years after the second edition we now pass on to you 
details on 34 paramedical professions under the auspicious of 
CMAI, Universities, Board of Technical Education of State 
and Central Governments, The Leprosy Mission, Trusts etc. 


From the contents you will notice that the prerequisite to 
enter into a paramedical profession ranges from 10 years of 
schooling to a Master’s Degree. I would like to point out that 
this manual provides information on basic paramedical courses 
either at certificate/diploma/graduate or post-graduate level 
and the information on post basic level has been left out 
deliberately, as the students with basic paramedical qualifica- 
tion can easily find out these details on their own. We want to 
make this booklet available to Churches, Christian Colleges, 
Hospitals and people who have to make decisions about 
careers and training . It may be useful to parents in guiding 
their children. There are several carcers about which they know 
very little, if anything. Also, from the sheer necessity of getting 
a job, people sometimes go into a profession for which they are 
not really suited, when there is another that would suit them 
much better. 
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Course outline, basic educational requirements, duration 
of the course, recognised training centres and the type of certi- 
fication . 


There are several paramedical courses in India, particularly 
in the branch of Pharmacy and Laboratory that are unrecognised 
by CMAi and Government. It is important that the prospective 
students find out that the centre they select for study is recog- 
nised. We have taken great care to mention only the recognised 
courses, for example in Pharmacy, only the courses approved by 
the Pharmacy Council of India are printed in this booklet. All 
these courses are conducted in English only and begin usually in 
July each year. Applications from the training centres are issued 
in the month of April-May. 


The plan to produce this manual began approximately 10 
years back by Ms, Gillian Fairbairn, one of my predecessors. 
Ms. Eleanor Knott, my immediate predecessor started collecting 
information and worked on the CMAI courses. Mr. Alan Cran- 
mer gave the information on Pharmacy courses. When we asked 
several hospitals around the country about their training pro- 
grammes, they readily provided the information. I. am thankful 
to all of them. ,

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Part Il. Course Outline 


1. BIO-MEDICAL ENGINEERING 


For quite some time CMAI has been working on a plan to 
Start a Medical Mechanics course to teach maintenance of hospi- 
tal electrical and mechanical equipment and apparatus. At pre- 
sent smaller hospitals use their Electricians to do minor repairs 
and it costs a lot of money and time to the hospitals in sending 
the machines out for repairs or calling the company to send a 
service man to repair the machine. 


A Bio-medical Engineering course is available at Madras 
in the Indian Institute of Technology. It offers a 2 year M.Tech 
Degree in Bio-Medical Engineering. Pre-requisite is a Bachelor’s 
Degree in Engineering or Technology with Mechanical Engineer- 
ing as specialisation. This programme provides a much wider 
knowledge in Bio-mechanics. The training is also geared towards 
producing Engineers who could design mechanical apparatus 
that could be used in the hospitals for diagnosis and therapy. 


Bio-medical Engineers Association of India awards a “Bio- 
medical Engineer” title to their members. The minimum require- 
ment for membership is either Post-graduate Degree in Bio-Me- 
dical Engineering or a Degree in Mechanical Engineering with 
two year’s work experience in a larger hospital. Also they are 
expected to submit a dissertation dealing specifically in one as- 
pect of Bio-medical Engineering. 


This qualification opens opportunities only in a very large 
hospital. 


Zi CARDIOLOGY 


There ate 3 paramedical courses conducted by the cardia- 
logy department. (a) Electro-cardiography Technology Training, 
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teaches the method of operating the ECG machine and mainten- 
ance of it. (b) E.C.G. Cardiac Catheterization Laboratory Tech- 
nology Training, teaches the handing of the E.C.G. machine, 
as well as training in the techniques used in catheterization labo- 
ratories (c) Profusion Technology course in intended to give train- 
ing in Heart-Lung machine techniques. In all the above courses, 
Anatomy, Physiology, Maintenance of Apparatus and Patient 
Monitoring techniques are taught. The pre-requisite for these 
courses are as follows. 


a) E.C.G. Technology 


Vellore and Ludhiana conduct this programme. Pre-requi- 
site is 12 years of schooling with 45% average in Physics, Che- 
mistry, Mathematics and/or Biology. It is a one year programme. 


b) E.C.G. Cardiac Catheterization Laboratory Technology 


Vellore conducts this course. Pre-requisites are B.Sc. with 
Physics or Chemistry as main subject; ancilliary Chemistry or 
Physics with minimum 40%. Non-graduates who have an E.C.G. 
Diploma and 2 years work experience are also eligible. Duration 
of the course is 2 years for Diploma holders, and 1 year for 
B.Sc. with Chemistry/ Physics. 


c) Proiusion Technology 


Veliore conducts this programme. Duration of the course 
is for one year. Pre-requisite is 12 years schooling with Physics 
and Chemistry; Zoology is optional. / 


3. COMMUNITY HEALTH 


There are several courses in Community Health under dif- 
ferent titles extending from few days to two years. This booklet 
will give details only on the courses with a duration of not less 
than 3 months. Health education can be given in community, 
hospitals, schools, industries etc. (Still it fits more into. Commu- 
nity Health Professional.) Under the title “Leprosy paramedi- 
cals’, the Paramedical Workers course is mentioned. They do 
community health work extensively in leprosy. 


a) Rural Health Guide 


This is a training programme for the comprehensive train- 
ing of young men and women as multi-functional health workers 
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in villages, assisting villagers in their development activities. 
Eligibility for admission is graduates in any discipiine such as 
Medicine, Engineering, Nursing, Arts and Science. A 
Diploma course is conducted at Ambilikkai, Tamil Nadu. Gan- 
dhigram Rural Institute, Tamil Nadu conducts similar course 
also. Length of course is 2 years. 


b) Community Health Management 


This course is of 15 months duration given at Vellore and 
the Diploma is awarded by VHAI. Pre-requisite is the same as 
above, except non-graduates can also apply. RHUSA (Vellore) 
conducts this programme. VHAI aiso offers a two years certifs 
cate course by correspondence from Delhi. 


c) Integrated Rural Development 


This is a 4 months course conducted at RUHSA, (Vellore) 
under the seal of VHAI. Pre-requisite is as for b. 


d) Community Health Development 


This is a two year programme conducted at Ambilikkai, 
Tamil Nadu. At the end of the course, Diploma of Madurai -- 
Kamaraj University is offered. Pre-requisite is the same as the 
above, 


e) Health Education 


There is a 2 year post-graduate Diploma programme in 
Health Education offered at Delhi, Calcutta and Gandhigram. 
A three month Post-graduate Certificate programme is also 
Offered at Delhi. Minimum requirement for both Diploma and 
Certificate courses is a degree in Medical, Nursing or a Para 
médical profession, however graduates with Arts and Science 
degree who are working in hospitals and community health are 
also eligible for admission. Specific Health educatiton courses in 
Leprosy, Nutrition, Industrial Hygiene, Family Welfare. etc. are 
offered at different Training Centres. 


f)  Sanitory Inspection 

Sanitory Inspectors are mainly attached to the Municipali- 
ties and Panchayat union offices under the Health Officer. Their 
duties involve supervision of general Sanitory conditions of the 
area. They have to evaluate the environmental conditions and 
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prepare reports. When there is an out-break of communicable 
diseases, they are intensively involved in control measures. 


Pre-requisite is 10 years of schooling. Health Departments 
of larger municipalities conduct this course to meet their require- 
ments. Duration of the course is six months. Gandhigram, Tamil 
Nadu conducts a 1| year certificate and 1 year Diploma program- 
me in Sanitory Inspection. 


4. DENTISTRY 


There are two Dental Assistant courses conducted in a iew 
Dental colleges of State Governments. 


a) Dental Hygienist 


Their main job is to give Health Education in Dental care. 
They also help the Dentist while he is operating on the patient. 
They give minor dental treatment in places where there is no Den- 
tist. This is a two year programme. 


b) Dental Technicians/Mechanics 


Their main job is to manufacture dentures. They work in 
the workshop attached to the Dental department and manufac- 
ture total dentures and individual teeth. This is also a two year 
programme. 


5. DIALYSIS TECHNOLOGY 


a) Dialysis Technician 


Training is given in various techniques of haemodialysis . 
Pre-requisite is a B.Sc. from a recognised university with first 
or second class. Duration is one year. This programme is avail- 
able at Vellore T.N. and at Nadiad Gujarat. 


6. DIETETICS AND NUTRITION 


Dietetics and Nutrition are quite related disciplines and 
their role and the training centres are as follows : 


a) Dietician 


This profession deals with the art and science of diet the- 
rapy, fundamentals of organisation and management of food ser- 
vices in hospitals and related institutions and applied nutrition 
with emphasis on clinical dietetics and management of food ser- 
vices in hospitals. 
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Vellore ‘offers a one year Diploma course in this science. 
Bombay, Delhi, Madras universities also offer a 1 year Diploma 
course. Pre-requisite is B.Sc. (home science) or BHSc. Gradu- 
ates who have worked for two years as dieticians in hospitals are 
also eligible. 


b) Nutritionist 


Nutrition deals more with the application of the scientific 
knowledge of physiology, bio-chemistry, nutrition, food prepa- 
ration etc. to the general public for the improvement of the health 
of a community. Nutrition education is essential in teaching 
people to make good food choices, and helping people to make 
the best use of available foods. Research is also an important 
field. 


National Institute of Nutrition offers a MSc (Applied Nutri- 
tion) course and this is mainly for medical graduates. The Insti- 
tute of Public Health and Hygiene, Calcutta and Bhopal Uni- 
versity are the other two universities that have programmes. 
Bhopal awards MHSc in nutrition. 


7. PATHOLOGY 


There is a variety of training possible in clinical laboratory 
procedures. The commonly known course is Clinical Laboratory 
Technology. CMAI and State Governments conduct this pro- 
gramme throughout the country. Topics studied both in the 
class-room and the laboratory include Haematology, Blood 
Banking, Urinalysis, Biochemistry, Microbiology etc. 


Though Bio-chemists and Microbiologists work in the hospi- 
tal laboratories, they come more under the spectrum of basic 
Medical Sciences such as Anatomy, Physiology and Pharmaco- 
logy. Histo-pathological Laboratory Technology course will teach 
processing of tissues, autopsy techniques, preservation and 
mounting of specimens and cytological methods used in detec- 
tion of cancer. Specific laboratory training in leprosy is mention- 
ed under the ‘Leprosy paramedicals’ section of this booklet. 


a)  Bio-Chemistry 


Courses in Biochemistry are available in most of the large 
Science and Medical colleges throughout the country. Pre-requi- 
Site is B.Sc. (Chemistry), BVSc, MBBS or equivalent. Duration of 
the course is 2-3 years and M.Sc. degree is awarded. The stu- 
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dents. undergoing this training in Medical Colleges are specifi- 
caliy trained in Medical Bio-chemistry . 


_b) . Clinical Laboratory Technology 


In India there are about 180 Institutions conducting Medi- 
cal Laboratory Technology courses but some of them are below 
_ standard / unrecognised and run by private clinics / polytechnics 

etc. Duratiton of the Certificate/Diploma programmes is 12 
months, at present except Vellore where it is 18 months. 


Pre-requisite is 12 years of schooling with Science major, 
except Vellore who prefer graduates. Chandigarh and Madras 
University conduct 3 years B.Sc. programme in M.L.T. Require- 
ment for this is 12 years of schooling with Physics and Chemistry 
or Certificate/Diploma in M.L.T. with 3-5 years of experience. 


c) Histopathological Laboratory Technology 


Vellore conducts this one’ year programme.  Pre-requisite 
is 12 years of schooling with Chemistry and Biology. 


d) Microbiology 


Vellore conducts a Diploma course in Medical Microbio- 
logy: It is of 12 months duration. The pre-requisite is a science 
degree in Biology. Courses in Microbiology are available in most 
of the large Science and Medica! Colleges throughout the coun- 
try. Pre-requisite is BSc (Chemistry/ Biology), BVSc, MBBS or 
equivalent. Duration of the course is 2-3 years and MSc Degree is 
awarded. The students undergoing this training in Medical Col- 
leges are specifically trained in Medical Microbiology. 


8. LEPROSY 


For most of the leprosy hospitals often it is sufficient if their 
Staff is specifically trained in one aspect of laboratory technology 
or dermatology or rehabilitation. To meet these needs the I.cp- 
rosy. Mission HKNS, SLRTC, State and Central Governments 
conduct courses in various places in India. Most of these courses 
are available at SLRTC, Karigiri, Tamil Nadu. 


a) Leprosy Physiotherapy Technology 


‘This course trains people in prevention of deformities in 
limbs and eyes of leprosy patients. Evaluation of deformities and 
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and physio-occupation therapy treatment modalities for this 
condition is also their responsibility. Besides the above topics, 
Anatomy and Physiology of muscles and neryes, Pathology of 
Leprosy and Health Education are taught. Miraj (M.S.), Salur 
(A.P.), Naini (U.P.), Purulia (W.B.), Vellore, Chengalput and 
Karigiri (1.N.) offer this training. Pre-requisite is 12 years of 
Schooling with science. Duration of the course is 15 months in 
Vellore and 9 month in all other places. 


b) Smear Technology in Leprosy 


Smear laboratory investigation is essential to diagnose lep- 
rosy and to choose the correct line of treatment. Based on smear 
Teports patients are selected for multi-drug treatment. 


It is a 3-6 months course. Pre-requisite is 12 years of school- 
ing and only the government and recognised voluntary agency 
Students are accepted in Karigiri (TN) and Bankura (WB). 


c) Paramedical Work in Leprosy 


This is a six-month programme for training village level 
staff to diagnose and treat leprosy. This programme is run accor- 
ding to the curriculum recognised by the Ministry of Health, 
Government of India. 


Topics such as elementary Anatomy, Physiology, Dermato- 
logy, Epidemiology; Pathology of Leprosy, Maintenance of Re- 
cords and Health Education are taught. Pre-requisite is 12 years 
of schooling. 


9. MEDICAL RECORDS AND BIO-STATISTICS 


A person can be trained as a statistician in the Arts Colleges 
and obtain BSc/MSc degree in Statistics. Graduates may work 
in medical and health programmes and obtain the title Bio-statis- 
tician or Bio-statistical Assistant. 


Handling, coding, storing of medical records is a responsi- 
ble job. Special training in maintaining of both in and out pati- 
ents records, statistics, administration, are all part of the one 
year course in Medical Records. 


a)  Bio-statistics 


The Indian Statistical Institute in Calcutta and Vellore con- 
duct specific Health Statistics courses, Pre-requisite is a graduate 
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degree with Maths or Statistics. Topics covered are, Vital and 
Health Statistics, Bio-statistics, Demography, Epidemiology and 
Use of Computer. Duration of the course is one year. 


b) Medical Record Technology 


There are two courses available in this profession. One is at 
the Technicians level and the requirement for this is 12 years of 
schooling. A bachelor degree is essential for the BMRSc pro- 
gramme. BMRSc course is conducted at Vellore, Madras, Pon- 
dicherry and Delhi. Pondicherry and Delhi also run a six-month 
M.R. Technician Programme. Candidates applying to Madras, 
Delhi and Pondicherry have to apply in the prescribed applica- 
tion forms obtained from these institutions and addressed to the 
Director, Central Bureau of Health Intelligence, DGHS, Nirman 
Bhavan, New Delhi, Candidates who are already working and 
apply through Institutions only are eligible for admission. 


10. CLINICAL NEUROPHYSIOLOGY 
a) E. E. G. Technician 


A Diploma course in clinical Neurophysiology is being con- 
ducted at Vellore. Training involves handling electro-encephalo- 
graph (EEG) machine. This machine records the electrical acti- 


vity of the brain. Essentials of Neurophysiology and Electronics 
are taught, 


_ Pre-requisite is a Science Degree from a recognised univer- 
sity with Physics as one subject or 12 years of schooling with 3 
years practical experience in Electronics. It is a one year pro- 
gramme. 


11. OPTHALMOLOGY 


Various Opthalmic Assistant courses are available in India. 
The objective of this course is to prepare Opthalmic Assistants 
who can assist in the early detection of visual impairment and 
control of blindness. Commonly an Opthaimic Assistant is train- 
ed also in measuring vision accurately, but there is specific Op- 
tometry training available for this. They are known as Optomet- 
rists. 


a) Opthalmic Assistant 


A 3 years BSc (Hons) Opthalmic Assistant course is 
conducted by AIEIMS, New Delhi. Trichi University offers a 1 
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year Certificate course and Vellore Madras and Hyde- 
rabad conduct a 2 year Diploma course. Larger Gov- 
ernment Medical Colleges also offer this course and it 
is of six months duration. They recruit candidates 
through the Employment Exchange. Pre-requisite for all these 
courses is 12 years of schooling with Biology. 


b) Optometry 


Vellore conducts this course and the duration is 2 years. 
Pre-requisite is 12 years of schooling with Physics. Preference is 
given to B.Sc. graduates with Physics or Maths. 


12. PHARMACY 


In hospital work, a Pharmacist’s duties are to prepare and 
dispense medicines of all types to the patients according to the 
prescriptions of the registered medical practioners on the staff. 
The duties may include the compounding of injections, lotions, 
mixtures, tablets etc. He/she will also be responsible for advis- 
ing on the medicines to be stocked in the Pharmacy, helping to 
place the orders, for proper storage of them, and the maintenan- 
ce of stock records. The pharmacist has to work in accordance 
with the Laws designed to protect the public in the use of 
medicines, and his professional status. 


We have only given the addresses of the Degree and 
Diploma colleges approved by the Pharmacy Council of India, 
as there are several Pharmacy Training Centres in India that are 
not recognised by PCI. It is possible to find out the status of any 
centre from the Secretary of the Pharmacy Council of India, 
Combined Council Building, Temple Lane, Kotla Road, P.O. 
Box 7020, New Delhi-110 002. 


The minimum requirement to become a registered phar- 
macist is a Diploma in Pharmacy. Minimum qualification for 
D. Pharm is 11 years of schooling with the subjects of Che- 
mistry, Physics and Biology or Mathematics and Biology. 
B. Pharm is also open to candidates with 12 years schooling with 
the subjects mentioned above and Diploma in Pharmacy. 
D. Pharm is a 2 years programme and B. Pharm is a 4 year 
programme. 


There are provisions for the student who: has higher quali- 
fications such as 12 years schooling with Science, to be admitted 
directly into the second year of the Diploma course but after 
entering second year he/she must write the first year exams and 
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pass. Some colleges do not conduct the first year of the Diploma 
course, and they require all the students to have at least 12 years 
schooling with Science for entry into the second year. 


13. RADIOLOGY 


Radiology offers four programmes. The commonest is 
Radiography—Diagnosis, commonly known as X-ray Techno- 
logy. State Governments have a single programme for Radiogra- 
phy — Diagnostic (X-ray) and Radiography — Therapeutic 
(Radiation Therapy). Also some State Governments conduct one 
additional programme in X-ray called ‘Dark Room Assistant 
Course’. CMAI’ has a two year Diploma programme in Radio- 
graphy Diagnostic and Therapeutic in various centres in India. 


Radiography (Diagnostic) course enables candidates to re- 
ceive adequate training and experience to take X-ray photo- 
graphs of different parts of the body. Subjects studied will in- 
clude Physics, Anatomy, Physiology, Radiography and Photo- 
graphy. 


Radiography—(Therapeutic) teaches how to provide Radio- 
tion Therapy in the treatment of cancer. These units are legally 
not permitted -to run with , out the supervision of Radiation 
Safety Officers, commonly known as Medical, Physicists. They 
do Radiation Therapy calculations . and check any leakage of 
radiation to the personnel. | 


The newest course given at Vellore is Nuclear Medicine 
Technology. This course will train students in use of atraumatic 
techniques for accurate diagnosis. 


a) Nuclear Medicine Technology 


_ This is a two year programme. Pre-requisite is 12 years 
schooling with Physics. Currently this course, is only conducted 
at Vellore. 


b) Medical Physicist 


This is a one year training programme conducted at Bhaba 
Atomic Research Centre, Bombay and in KMIO, Bangalore. 
Only sponsored candidates from hospitals are preferred and the 
minimum qualification is M.Sc. Physics. 


c) Radiography — Diagnostic 


This course is of two years duration, for CMAI Diploma. 
B.Sc. Degree in X-ray and Radiation Therapy is offered at 
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Chandigarh and Bangalore from 1987. daeger Government 
Medical Colleges give 6-18 months jaserVice type of training 
both in Radiography—-Thesapesitic and Diagnostic and a 
Diploma is awarded atethe end of this in-service training. Some 
of these centresaiso gonduct 4-6 months Dark room Assistant 
Programme. Regruitment is often made through the employment 
‘ee either asking for B.Sc. graduates with Physics or 
candidates with 12 year schooling. Those with Diploma/Cestt- 
ficate in Radiography are preferred. 


For the CMAI Diploma, pre-requisite is 12 years schooling 
including Mathematics and Physics. The same pre-requisite is 
essential for the fresh students of degree programmes. It is also 
open to Matriculates with Certilcate/Diploma in Radiography 
with 3-5 years. of experience. 


d) , Radiography — Therepeutic 


Pre-requisite and duration of the course are the same as 
Radiography Diagnostic. 


14. REHABILITATION 


Therapists, Artificial Limb Makers, Social Workers and 


Clinical Psychologists form an integral part in every rehabila- 
tation scheme. Their roles are as follows. 


Paramedical therapists are Physio, Occupational and Speech 
Therapists. They are fairly independent in their task of evalua- 
tion and treatments. All the rehabilitation professions overlap to 
an extent. To avoid conflicts, in some centres, the OT’s are 
given the task of hand evaluation and management. Similarly 
the PT’s concentrate on evaluation of foot and management of 
associated locomotion problems. These units are known as 
‘Hand Therapy’ and ‘Foot Therapy” instead of O.T. and P.T. 
Departments. In others PT’s do deformity evaluation and 
management and OT’s are allotted the task of disability assess- 
ment and management. 


Clinical Pyschologists are traimed in giving various psy- 
chological tests and in treating mentally ill patients through psy- 
chotherapy. Psychiatrists and Psychiatric Social Workers are 
trained also in some of these tasks. This overlapping is solved by 
patients being allotted to one of the above professionals for 
psychotherapy. Speech therapists evaluate the speech problems 
and re-educate patients to overcome this disability. They are 
tramed also to measure hearing defects, accurately. 
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Orthotists and Prosthetists, commonly known’ as Artificial 
Limb/Brace Technicians, function in the special workshop 
attached to the hospital. They are trained in making orthopaedic 
appliances such as artificial feet and assemble: ‘artificial hands, 
calipers, orthopaedic shoes and braces. Training the patients to 
use these artificial limbs and calipers are the responsibility of 
therapists . 


Medical social workers deal with the social problems of 
the diseased persons and their immediate family through coun- 
selling and home visits. ‘They provide vocational guidance 
and plan resettlement programmes for the disabled. 


a) Clinical Psychology 


This course is open to Master’s degree holders in Psycho- 
logy. Centres in Bangalore, Ranchi, and Ahmedabad offer: this 
course. Duration of the course is 2 years. 


b) Medical Social Work 


A Bachelor’s Degree from University is necessary for the 2 
year MSW and MA (SW) programmes. Some universities insist 
on BA as the pre-requisite. 12 years of schooling or CSW is 
essential for the 3 years BSW programnte and 10 years schooling 
for the CSW programme. CSW is of two years duration. Only 
graduates in Medical and Pyschiatgic Social Work and Child 
Welfare either in Master’s or Bachelor’s programmes are eligible 
to be a Medical Social Worker. Most universities in India have 
this programme. 


c) Multipurpose Rehabilitation Technician 


Government of India has recently started a Multipurpose 
Rehabilitation Technician’s course in Delhi, Cuttack and a few 
other places. Duration of the course is for one year. Pre-requisite 
is 10 years of schooling. Their job is to provide rehabilitation 
(Physio and Occupational) Therapy treatment for the disabled in 
the rural areas or to assist Therapists in larger hospitals. 


d) Occupational Therapy 


Basic courses for this profession are conducted at Delhf, 
Vellore, Nagpur and Bombay. The duration of the course varies 
from 2-34 years of training. Pre-requisite is 12 years of school- 
ing with Physics, Chemistry, Botany and Zoology as subjects, A 
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ied 


2 years course at the technician level is conducted at Kasturb 
Hospital, Manipal, Karnataka. 


e) (Orthotics and Prosthetics
